Former social 
club ravaged by 
fire which four 
crews fought on 
Saturday night

PICTURES have emerged show¬ 
ing the devastating aftermath of a 
fire that broke out in the much¬ 
loved Northbrooks Hall in 
Harlow. 

The former social club was rav¬ 
aged by the blaze at around 9pm 
on Saturday, August 11. 

Four crews of firefighters - two 
from Harlow, one from Ongar and 
one from Hoddesdon - battled the 
fire for more than two hours, 
finally extinguishing the flames 
with hosereels at 11pm. 

Fortunately, nobody was 
injured as a result of the fire. 

Following the incident, the 
derelict building, which is adja¬ 
cent to Northbrooks House, was 
left completely gutted with most 
of the roof obliterated. 

Residents reported that fire¬ 
fighters returned to the scene 
twice in the early hours to check 
for hot spots. 

Roof tiles, charred wood and 
broken glass littered the ground 
around the scene of the incident. 

Pictures taken inside the build¬ 
ing show the full extent of the 
damage caused both inside and 
outside of the single-storey prop¬ 
erty. 

Charred remains can be seen 
splayed across the floor with the 
blackened skeleton of the roof 
looming above. 

Local resident, Tabby Bitha, 
was “shocked” at just how dam¬ 
aged the building was when she 
went to look around the former 


social club. 

“Despite the building having 
caught fire three days ago, the 
first thing I noticed when I 
approached Northbrooks House 
was a heavy smell of burnt wood 
in the air,” she explained. 

“Looking at what was left of the 
roof’s wooden support beams I 
knew it wasn’t safe to actually 
enter the building, so I walked 
around the outside. 

“I am clearly not the first per¬ 
son to have visited since the fire - 
there is graffiti everywhere with¬ 
in the building. 

“Although near a field and some 
greenery, the area was eerily 
silent with the exception of 
broken tiles crunching beneath 
my feet. 

Debris 

“Outside, there was debris 
everywhere; tiles, glass, wood, 
metal, brick. I had never seen a 
derelict building so close before, 
and while it was shocking to see 
the devastating impact the fire 
had on the building, it’s incred¬ 
ibly sad to see how little remains 
of a once thriving hall.” 

An Essex County Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service spokeswoman said: 
“Firefighters were alerted to a 
fire in a derelict building in Har¬ 
low on Saturday night. 

“When firefighters arrived they 
reported that the single storey 
building was 60 per cent on fire 
and completely full of smoke. 

“Firefighters managed to extin¬ 
guish the fire by 11pm. The build¬ 
ing has been badly damaged.” 


The spokeswoman also con¬ 
firmed that an investigation will 
be carried out to find the cause of 
the fire. 

Prior to the fire, plans had been 
submitted to demolish the Com¬ 
munity Hall and Adult Learning 
College, which was previously 
owned Iby Essex County Council, 
to make way for 47 new homes. 

The plans submitted by HTA 
Design LLP, having been commis¬ 
sioned by Northbrooks House 
Developments LLP, are to build a 
mixture of homes. 

This would include 20 flats in an 
apartment-style building and 27 
houses with private external 
amenity for all homes and addi¬ 
tional communal courtyard. 

The application reads: “The 
proposals for the site present an 
opportunity to provide new 
homes within the Northbrooks 
area that cater for a mixture of 
needs and tenures and is designed 
to respond to the local site con¬ 
text. 

“Our proposals seek to max¬ 
imise the potential of the site by 
utilising an under-used site for 
homes and associated parking 
and amenity spaces. 

“The application has benefited 
from the input of officers from 
Harlow District Council and 
Essex County Council throughout 
the pre-planning stage. 

“The local community was 
given the opportunity to comment 
on the emerging designs which 
were issued to buildings adjoin¬ 
ing the site in the form of a public 
consultation event.”

pany applying for planning 
permission. 

He is also son of well renowned

It’s hoped the site, situated 
north of Harlow Town Park and 
the town centre, will deliver at 
least 30 per cent affordable hous¬ 
ing. 



The development, should it be 
given the go ahead, would see a 
mix of housing such as six one- 
bedroom, seven two-bedroom and 
17 three-bedroom properties.

dwellings and associated parking 
and landscaping. 

“The application site is an 
underused site located within the 
urban area of Harlow. 

“The proposal represents a clas¬ 
sic infill redevelopment site loc¬ 
ated in close proximity to both the 
town centre and the railway sta¬ 
tion.” 

Using the site for new homes is 
suggested to be “the best use of an 
underused brown field site” with 
the existing landscape said to be 
poorly managed and allowed to 
become overgrown. 

The trees on the site are also 
said to currently be poor quality. 

Parking, which has been

Home in 
battle to 
save Alex 
the deer

A HARLOW care home spent 
more than a month trying to save 
an injured wild deer - but he had 
to be put down after the RSPCA 
was unable to help. 

Alex the deer, named after Alex¬ 
andra House, first arrived at the 
Hamstel Road home with his 
mum more than a month ago and 
appeared to be injured. 

Staff believe that Alex had been 
hit by a car and said the bone in a 
back left leg had been left visible. 

Care home manager Jade Shea 
said: “1 think the first glance of 
the deer was with the mother - 
that was about a month ago. 

“We saw it in the front of the 


bush on the front side of the build¬ 
ing. It disappeared for the next 
two days.” 

Alex was next seen three days 
later and was found to be hop¬ 
ping. 

Injured 

Staff called the RSPCA but the 
animal rescue and welfare char¬ 
ity was unable to do anything as 
Alex was still mobile and could 
not be traced, despite being 
injured. 

Jade continued: “After a week 
we spotted him again by the bush 
running around so [we] tried 
again calling the RSPCA saying 
that we’ve seen the deer again 
hopping after a week. 

“They said the same thing - 



they were unable to do anything 
about it.” 

Staff said they were advised to 
contact a wildlife centre to see if 
they could care for the young fawn 
- however he disappeared again 
during this time. 

He then reappeared in the 
garden of Alexandra House. 

“The third week he was in the 
garden,” Jade said. 

“He was made comfortable and 
was given some food by my house¬ 
keeper. But he [couldn’t] move 
that far any more because the leg 
was really badly injured. 

“The assumption is that he 
could have been hit by a car 
because you could see the bone - it 
stuck out.” 


Staff contacted another wildlife 
centre where an officer visited 
and delivered the news that Alex 
should be put to sleep as his leg 
had become badly infected. 

Jade continued: “[They said] 
the RSPCA should really come to 
put him down because they can’t 
do anything. 

“They said the infection has 
gone through the bone and 
they’re not the right people to do 
with it. We went back to the 
RSPCA and explained everything 
and they came on Tuesday, 
August 7.” 

An RSPCA officer attended and 
was able to this time catch Alex 
who was found to have a broken 
back leg. 


If in the wild, the RSPCA said 
that Alex would not have survived 
this injury and the kindest thing 
to do would be to put him down. 

A spokeswoman for the RSPCA 
said: “The RSPCA has received 
calls about an injured deer and we 
have sent officers out on two occa¬ 
sions, but sadly the deer was still 
mobile and had ran away and 
could not be traced. 

“An officer attended again on 
August 7 and was able to catch the 
deer. 

“Sadly once it was examined it 
was clear the deer had a broken 
back leg which was infected. 

“As this is a wild animal and it 
would have no chance of surviv¬ 
ing in the wild with this injury. 


the kindest thing to do was to put 
the deer to sleep to prevent them 
suffering further. 

“We would like to thank the 
concerned members of the public 
who have been monitoring and 
feeding the deer, it’s always heart¬ 
breaking when an animal has to 
be put to sleep. 

“We do provide advice on what 
to do when someone finds an 
injured wild animal, but wild 
animals can sometimes still be 
very mobile, despite injuries, and 
may leave before our officers are 
able to get there.

Keep kids safe 
over summer 

I WOULD like to make your 
readers aware of the risks 
that our children face as 
they potentially spend more 
time online - and offer some 
tips on how to keep them 
safe. 

Sadly, we know that many 
children are seeing 
inappropriate content 
online. 

It is a deeply disturbing 
fact that children can 
stumble across pornography, 
and the ease with which 
children can live-stream 


themselves online is 
something that all parents 
should be aware of. 

Children with phones and 
tablets are effectively taking 
a TV crew into their 
bedroom and being able to 
broadcast to people they 
don’t know. 

We know that this can 
leave them open to 
grooming and abuse and can 
have an effect on their 
emotional health and 
wellbeing. 

We are particularly worried 
about grooming and children 
having contact with 
strangers online, sometimes 
being coerced or 
manipulated into sharing 
images. 

Back in 2015, in a 
Barnardo’s report, some of 
our practitioners told us that 
referrals for internet-related 
child sexual abuse support 
services ranged up to 75% of 
their work. 

Barnardo’s has called for 
greater oversight of the 
Internet industry, including a 
real need for an independent 
regulator. 

We are also calling on 
government for better 
information and education 
for parents, social workers 
and teachers when it comes 
to online safety. 

In a bid to tackle on-line 
abuse and the devastating 
impact it can have, we would 
urge parents to try and 
understand the online world 
that their child is using. 

Learn about the games and 
apps they are using and 
make sure that parental 
controls, privacy setting and 
online filters are being used. 

Internet Matters has some 
great parental guides on 
everything from live- 
streaming to the sites, apps 


and games that your 
children might want to use. 

If your child seems worried 
about something, talk to 
them. 

It’s vital that parents keep 
talking to their children 
about their online games 
and take a look together at 
what they are doing and who 
they are talking to. 

Start a conversation and 
find out who they’re talking 
to online and what they’re 
talking about. 

You can report 
inappropriate behaviour or 
material to an organisation 
like CLOP (Child 


Exploitation and Online 
Protection) and we would 
urge anyone looking for 
advice or support to go to 
www.barnardos.org.uk. 

It’s worth remembering 
that the Internet can also be 
a fantastic place for children 
to develop, to grow and 
achieve safely. 

It’s a place where they can 
reach out for support if 
they’re struggling with a 
particular issue - so there is 
a good side to the online 
world.

FIRST let’s be realistic - this 
isn’t going to happen. 

Even if Parliament agreed 
to it, and there is no majority 
across all parties to do so, it 
took seven months to agree 
the process and detail of the 
first one, then there needs to 
be a gap of at least six 
months between agreeing 
the legislative timeline and 
the actual vote, to allow for 
campaign groups to form 
and an actual discussion to 
be had nationally. 

So if the process was 
kicked off tomorrow we 
would be able to have a vote 
in September 2019. However 
the UK is going to leave the 
EU in March 2019, when the 
Article 50 process ends. 

But for the purposes of 
discussion let’s say it was 
possible. 

Harlow residents would 
get very angry. 

Harlow was in the top 20 
highest voting areas in 
favour of Brexit with almost 
70 per cent voting to leave, 
and from my regular 
discussions with residents on 
the doorstep and around 
town I think that position is 
even more entrenched - 
even those who reluctantly 
voted remain in the town 
want the government to get 
on with leaving. 

I can see the conversations 
now if a second referendum

suddenly becomes a reality: 

“Typical bl**dy politicians, 
we didn’t give you the 
answer you wanted so you 
want to ask us again.” 

People just want the 
government, with opposition 
support, to get on with 
delivering what the people 
voted for - and that’s to 
leave the EU. And leave 
means leave. 


Frustrating the process by 
splitting hairs over the 
customs union or suggesting 
people didn’t know what 
they were voting for just 
insults voters’ intelligence 
and is really just likely to put 
people off voting in the 
future. 

And no politician should 
want to see the public less 
engaged. 



AS I have said in a previous 
article, far from being a 
remoaner I think that we 
need to see the opportunities 
that Britain leaving the EU 
could bring. That’s not to say 
that I don’t think the current 
government’s handling of 
negotiations has been 
extremely poor. 

Harlow overwhelmingly 
voted to leave the EU, 70 per 
cent of the electorate ticked 
that box in fact and although 
a second referendum may 
well change that result a 
little it is clear that the 
majority would still be in 
favour of leaving. A second 
referendum could be very 
dangerous, with residents 
feeling as though they have 
had their say on the subject 
and been ignored. I don’t 
think this opinion would 
change even if the second 
referendum was sold to them 
by the government as a vote 
on exactly what kind of 
Brexit deal we get. 

As a local councillor the 
subject of leaving the EU 
does come up occasionally

You can volunteer to combat 
loneliness and social isolation 


THIS August, local charity St 
Clare Hospice will celebrate 
six months of success for its 
Compassionate Neighbours 
programme, after the 
project’s launch in February 
2018. 

Compassionate 
Neighbours is a community- 
led project, where volunteers 
support local people 
throughout West Essex and 
East Herts who are living 
with a life-limiting illness, or 
who are experiencing frailty, 
loneliness or social isolation. 

The award-winning 
programme, originally 
founded by St Joseph’s 
Hospice in East London in 
2011, has now been 
established in a total of eight 
hospices across the UK. 

Since the launch of the 
Compassionate Neighbours 
project at St Clare, the 
Hospice has successfully 
recruited 23 volunteers 
throughout the charity’s 
catchment area, who each 
offer their time, 
companionship and a 
listening ear to people living 
in their community who are 
coping with illness, old age 
or loneliness. 

St Clare hopes to recruit 50 
Compassionate Neighbours 
within the first year of the 
project, calling on caring 
members of the public from 


the Uttlesford District, 
Bishop’s Stortford, 
Sawbridgeworth, Harlow and 
Epping Forest areas, to come 
forward and join the ranks of 
its volunteers. 

The project aims to be 
mutually beneficial for both 
the Compassionate 
Neighbour and the 
Community Member, with 
pairs being ‘matched’ based 
on their shared likes, 
interests and experiences. 

St Clare’s Compassionate 
Neighbours Manager, Stacey 
Towler, said: “The important 
thing is that the relationship 
between a Compassionate 
Neighbour and a 
Community Member is 
equal. 

“It is not about a person 
having care or a service 
‘done to them’ but about 
two people connecting and 
sharing time together in a 
way which has a positive 
impact on both of their well¬ 
beings.” 

Stacey continued: “We all 
know what it is like to feel 
lonely. 

“However, some people in 
the local community must 
endure this quiet reality 
every single day. 

“Luckily, there are amazing 
initiatives like the 
Compassionate Neighbours 
project that aim to tackle 


social isolation and 
loneliness and to reach those 
who could benefit from its 
support. Our volunteers help 
others by visiting people in 
the community regularly; 
offering companionship and 
emotional support; helping 
them to do the things they 
like doing; and helping them 
stay connected to the 
community as well as family 
and friends.” 

New volunteers will be 
provided with a full training 
programme, free of charge. 
The training courses are 
informal, fun and 
inspirational, giving 
volunteers the opportunity 
to explore how they can use 
their compassion to help 
others and give them the 
confidence to support 
people in their community. 

Please note that you must 
be over 18 to volunteer for 
this service. St Clare Hospice 
will carry out a relevant DBS 
check and you must be 
willing to give up your time 
on a regular basis.

TIMOTHY Gunning, a duty

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How a would-be garden 
ornament turned out to 
be lost work by 
master sculptor 
worth £21,000 ” 


I T'S always a moment for 
excitement and celebration 
when a long lost work of art is 
rediscovered and put back in the 
limelight. The latest, a sculpture 
by a protege of Antonio Canova 
found in a house clearance in Essex, 
might have ended up in a general 
sale had it not been for the diligence 
of the auctioneers. 

The 2ft 2in (64cm) high, painted 
terracotta figure of a dancing 
bacchante with what looks like a 
leopard at her feet was inscribed on 
the base "J Gihson 1812'! Thankfully 
it was recognised at Colchester 
auctioneers Reeman Dansie as a 
work hy John Gihson, arguably the 
most successful British sculptor of 
his generation. 

The previously unloved work - its 
elderly owner had resisted requests 
from his family to put her outside as 
a garden ornament - was not in the 
best condition. 

She had a broken arm, although 
still attached, and various scuffs and 
scrapes, but last month four 
telephone bidders battled it 
out with others on the 
internet before the victor, 
a suitor in the shape of a 
UK dealer, won her for 
£21,000, a multiple of her 
anticipated price. 

Italian sculptor Canova 
is regarded universally as 
the greatest of all the 
Neoclassical artists. How 
his pupil John Gibson 
(1790-1831) rose from a 
lowly Welsh background 
to be taken in to study in 
the master's studio in 
Rome was literally a 
dream come true. 

Gibson was the son 
of market gardener, 
born in Gyffin, near the 
walled town of Conwy, 
famous for its 
castle, and was 
clearly a gifted 
artist. At the age of 
seven, he is said to

have drawn pictures from 
memory on his slate during 
lessons - and was beaten for it 
by his teacher. 

When John was aged nine, 
William, his father, had plans to 
emigrate. 

The family left for Liverpool where 
they were to catch a boat to a new 
life in America, but fortunately his 
mother had a change of heart. 

They settled in the city and John 
and his brothers, Solomon and 
Benjamin who also became 
sculptors, were put into school. 
Encouragement came from their 
mother, however, and an artist and 
print seller in the city who gave 
them materials to copy the drawings 
in his shop. 

John left school at 14 to be 
apprenticed to a Liverpool 
cabinetmaker, but the boy hated it. 
However, he did take a shine to 
wood-carving and excelled at 
producing decorative mouldings for 
the furniture his masters, Southwell 
& Wilson Co, were producing. 

He subsequently met the sculptor 
E.A. Lege, who was working for the 
Eranceys, a firm of Liverpool carvers 
,and Gibson became entranced with 
the idea of working in stone. He 
copied some of Lege's models and 
the Francey partners were so 
impressed, they paid £70 to buy 
Gibson out of his apprenticeship. 
While working for them, 

Gibson met his first patron, the 
wealthy Liverpool MP, 
abolitionist, banker, lawyer 
and connoisseur collector 
William Roscoe (1753-1831) 
who commissioned him to 
carve several pieces, 

'^1 including a relief of 
L W Alexander the Great, for 
his library at Allerton Hall. 

Roscoe encouraged the 
young sculptor to study 
ancient Greek and 
Roman art and 
Gibson also j 

attended anatomy 
classes where he

watched surgeons dissecting 
human bodies, giving him an 
intimate knowledge - literally 
- of muscle and bone essential 
in his work as a classical sculptor. 

Gibson first exhibited models 
and their associated drawings at 
the Liverpool Academy in 1810 
and in 1816, his carved relief of 
Psyche being carried by Zephyrs, 
was accepted for exhibition at 
the Royal Academy. 

Gibson's last work in Liverpool 
was a mantelpiece for Sir John 
Gladstone, the father of four-time 
prime minister William Ewart 
Gladstone. 

He completed his apprentice¬ 
ship in 1817 and moved to London 
to seek his fortune and 
immediately joined a circle of 
well-known and influential artists 
including Yorkshire sculptor and 
draughtsman John Flaxman (1755- 
1826) who like Gibson had risen 
from humble beginnings. In his 
early years, Flaxman had found 
work modelling reliefs for 
Staffordshire potter Josiah 
Wedgwood's blue and white 
jasperware. 

By then, however, Flaxman had 
established himself as a leading 
figure in Neoclassicism and had 
himself spent seven years working 
in Rome, partly funded by 
Wedgwood. Encouraged by 
Flaxman, Gibson made the 
journey to Rome with an 
introduction to Canova who 
welcomed him with a generous 
offer of support, both in terms 
of finance and studio. 

Under Canova, Gibson 
studied modelling and life 
drawing in Canova's studio, at 
his academy and at the 
Academy of St Luke, where 
he also studied Greek and 
Graeco-Roman sculpture. 

By 1821, Gibson had 
established his own studio 
in the Via Fontanella, 
where he completed his 
first work, the life-size 



"Sleeping Shepherd Boy',' a subject 
he re-interpreted several times. 

His first commission was for the 
group "Mars Restrained by Cupid" 
for the Duke of Devonshire, done 
in 1819 and now at Chatsworth 
House in Derbyshire, followed by 
"Psyche Borne by Zephyrs',' a 
reworking of the RA piece but in 
marble for the connoisseur Sir 
George Beaumont. 

By the 1830s, Gibson was the 
leader of a group of English 
sculptors working in Rome, but even 
though he was a full member of the 
Royal Academy in 1836, he resisted 
suggestions that he should return to 
London where his fame would have 
meant greater financial reward. 

He won numerous commissions 
from English collectors visiting 
Rome, including several wealthy 
industrialists and merchants. 

Henry Sandbach, a shipping 
heir, and his wife Margaret, a 
granddaughter of William Roscoe, 
bought many of his works, 
including "Hunter and Dog" and 
"Aurora" for Hafodunos Hall, the 
Gothic revival mansion they had 
built in Llangernyw near Abergele, 
North Wales. 

Gibson's own words best sum up 
his life. Writing in his autobiography, 
he said: "1 worked on all my days 
happily, and with ever new pleasure, 
avoiding evil, and with a calm soul, 
making images, not for worship, but 
for the love of the beautiful." 

He died and was buried in Rome, 
leaving his £32,000 fortune to the 
Royal Academy.

M arie gives out a squeal of 
delight as the sparks fly 
when she makes a ball of 
cotton wool burst into 
flames. 

We have just learnt our first 
survival skill at the Haven Perran 
Sands Holiday Park in Cornwall, with 
ranger Alice Lawrence patiently 
instructing us in the art of striking 
flint and steel rods together to create 
sparks essential for a fire. 

BACK TO BASICS 

ALICE is guiding us on a path back to 
basics with the Nature Rockz 'How 
To Be A Ranger' course and, as soon 
as we have a fire going, we're taught 
how to use a Kelly Kettle - a steel 
camping stove. This ingenious device 
has a chimney running through the 
middle, enabling oxygen and heat to 
pass through it, maldng it boil almost 
as fast as an electrical kettle. 

We use cotton wool as our lighting 
material, but Alice informs us that a 
good natural alternative is coal 
fungus (it gets its name from its 
looks), which is also known as King 
Alfred's cake and is found growing on 
silver birch trees. 

My daughter, Marie, eight, and her 
friend, Ysabelle, seven, are excited 
- and can't wait to put more sticks on 
the fire ready to toast marshmallows. 

BLUE PETER-STYLE LESSON 

AETER the sticky treat, it's back to 
nature with a Blue Peter-style lesson 
in making bird feeders out of string, 
toilet rolls, cereal loops, peanut 
butter and worms. 

I was doubtful that these would be 
to the birds' taste, but when we 
return the following morning to the 
tree where we place them, they have 
all been completely eaten up. 

SITE OF SPECIAL SCIENTIFIC INTEREST 

OUR course is being held within the 
500 acres of dune grassland that 
make up the Haven site at Perran- 
porth, which is a designated Site of 
Special Scientific Interest (SSSI) and 
a Special Area of Conservation (SAC). 

We may only be a stone's throw 
from our GeoDome tent and a 
two-minute walk from the restau¬ 
rants, swimming pool and other 
attractions, but I feel like I have been 
transported far away from the rest of 
the world. 

After lunch, Alice leads us onto a 
nature trail where her enthusiastic 
and encyclopedic knowledge comes 
into its own. 

UNDERWATER FARTING BEETLE 

OUR first stop is a small pond, which 
at first sight is just green water, but 
Alice - a zoologist - quickly points 
out half a dozen creatures, including 
the highly amusing great diving 
beetle. We watch it swallow air at 
the surface, and giggle when 



bubbles pop out like an underwater 
fart as it sinks. 

We climb to the top of a high dune 
as Alice explains how, in the past, 
authorities tried to stabilize them 
with marram grass, later realising it 
was better for the ecosystems to

remain dynamic and made up of 
loose sand. 

She explains that Haven is 
supporting projects to restore the 
dunes to their original state. This is 
only part of the park's environmental 
initiatives; recycling is encouraged 
across the site, which includes 
eco-friendly toilet blocks, complete 
with bird-nesting boxes installed 
below the grass-topped roofs. 

POO-EATING SNAILS 
AND STINKY PLANTS 

THE girls are encouraged to pick up 
anything that interests them on our 
nature trail. Along with a rabbit's 
skull - the site used to be a rabbit 
farm - Ysabelle finds a small pointed 
shell which, to her great amusement, 
Alice explains is home to a tiny snail 
that actually eats rabbit poo. 

Minutes later, Alice amazes us 


again by snapping some stinking iris 
leaves to unveil the unmistakable 
aroma of roast beef crisps. 

The walk has triggered the 
inquisitiveness of the little ones, and 
Ysabelle calls Alice back to ask her 
why a yellow plant has a purple bit 
inside. She eloquently explains it's 
the plant's stamen for producing 
pollen. 

MIRACULOUS PLACE 

TOWARDS the end of our walk, we 
pass the site of the oratory of St Piran 
who, legend has it, was pushed off a 
cliff in Ireland with a millstone round 
his neck, but floated away and 
washed up in Cornwall - giving his 
name to the area. What a miracle, to 
arrive in such a beautiful place! 

After scones at the top of a sand 
dune, the girls sprint down towards 
the sea and can't wait to dive into the 
waves gently crashing on to the 
three-mile-long Perranporth beach. 

AND RELAX! 

OUR final challenge of the day is to 
learn how to build a shelter, and Alice 
soon has us fluent in reef and 
bowline knots, ready to suspend a 
bivouac from two posts. Her example 
stands up well to the bucket of water 
test, but I wouldn't trust our attempt 
in a light drizzle. 

On completion of our task, Alice 
leaves us with two fire-pit BBQs and, 
given our newly acquired fire-light¬ 
ing skills, I feel confident we can keep 
the flames going long enough to cook 
some burgers. 

Watching the girls scramble up and 
down the sand dunes in a final burst 
of energy before bedtime, I realise 
how relaxed I feel having spent the 
day with my family, learning and 
exploring a world away from the 
day-to-day bustle. 

The resort's swimming pool and 
slides are going to be a shock return 
to noisy reality in the morning.

THE EQUALIZER 2 (15) 


CRIME and punishment trade furious blows 
and bludgeon us into wearying submission in 
The Equalizer 2, a blood-spattered sequel to the 
2014 action thriller, which reunited director 
Antoine Euqua with Training Day leading man 
Denzel Washington. 

Both return to active duty alongside 
scriptwriter Richard Wenk for a revenge 
mission, which doles out rough justice on home 
soil in breathlessly staged and gratuitously 
violent fight sequences. 

A wince-inducing prologue, set inside a 
speeding Turkish Railway dining carriage, 
details McCall’s single-handed rescue of a 
bookshop owner’s daughter (Rhys Olivia Cote) 
from her thuggish father. 

The set-piece serves no wider narrative 
purpose, merely underlining the central 
character’s predilection for snapping limbs and 
face-planting knife-wielding henchmen as a 
means to a noble end. 

Euqua could cut away from the brutality but 
he relishes it in close-up, justifying each 
adrenaline-fuelled bout of fisticuffs by 
suggesting that everyone is stained by sin. 

“There are no good and bad people anymore,” 
opines one of McCall’s CIA buddies, who has 
compromised integrity in the name of national 
security. “No enemies, just unfortunates.” 

Ultimately, we’re the unfortunates because 
The Equalizer 2 squanders its Oscar-winning 
star and builds to a final showdown battered by 
hurricane-force winds that is overblown in 
every sense. 

McCall (Washington) patrols the streets of 
Boston as an on-demand taxi driver, forcibly 
rebuking one group of cocaine-snorting city 
gents, who casually deposit a trembling, bruised 
woman in the back of his car. 

McCall acts as mentor to a gifted artist called 
Miles (Ashton Sanders), who needs to distance 
himself from a circle of friends comprising drug 
dealers and gang members. 

In the midst of playing good Samaritan, 
McCall receives devastating news about one of 
the few people to know his location: former CIA 
associate Susan Plummer (Melissa Leo). 

She is investigating the murders of a Belgian 
couple and a tangled web of intrigue propels 
McCall back into the orbit of his ex-partner 
Dave York (Pedro Pascal). 

Bullets fly, friendships implode and McCall 
shields Susan’s husband Brian (Bill Pullman) 
from a merciless hired assassin (Jonathan 
Scarfe). 

The Equalizer 2 feels considerably longer than 
two hours, padding out a linear central plot 
with Miles’s journey of self-discovery and an 
uplifting resolution to Sam’s quest. 

Washington’s face registers barely a single 
emotion as he cuts a swathe through the 
criminal underworld with his fists. 

He elevates the pulpy material and makes 
McCall’s second righteous rampage a tolerable 
but unedifying experience. 



CHRISTOPHER ROBIN (PG) 
★★★★★ 

T owards the conclusion 
of Marc Eorster’s 
fantasy, Winnie-the- 
Pooh (voiced by Jim 
Cummings) stares 
adoringly at a grown-up 
Christopher Robin (Ewan 
McGregor), who has forgotten 
the joy of his childhood spent 
romping around the Hundred 
Acre Wood. 

“It’s always a sunny day 
when Christopher Robin 
comes to play,” coos the 
honey-guzzling bear. 

Alas, that sunshine doesn’t 
always penetrate the rain 
clouds that linger over this 
cinematic namesake, which 
shamelessly milks our affection 
for beloved characters created 
by AA Milne and EH Shepard. 

Credited to three 
screenwriters, Christopher 
Robin relies heavily on the 
quirks and naive charm of 
Pooh and his companions, 
who are convincingly brought 
to life through digital trickery. 

A briskly paced opening 
section documents 
Christopher’s formative years 
by flicking through the pages 
of a book - Chapter 2: In which 
Christopher Robin hears very 
sad news - which are laden 
with the bear’s mantras for a 
contented life. 


“Doing nothing often leads 
to the very best of something,” 
philosophises Pooh. 

Eorster’s film does very little 
and this leads to occasional 
laughs, teary confessions and a 
central message about 
cherishing time spent with 
loved ones. 

Yesteryear’s Goodbye 
Christopher Robin focused on 
the post-traumatic stress 
endured by Milne when he 
returned to London from the 
trenches of the Great War and 
a fractious relationship with 
his son. 


Christopher Robin skips 
forward in time to the late 
1940s. 

The titular father (McGregor) 
is a workaholic efficiency 
manager in the luggage 
division of Winslow 
Enterprises run by Old Man 
Winslow (Oliver Lord Davies) 
and his slippery son Giles 
(Mark Gatiss). 

Times are tough and 
Winslow Jr orders Christopher 
to deliver 20 per cent cuts 
across his team in time for a 
board presentation on Monday 
morning. 


“If this ship goes down, you 
need to ask yourself. Am I a 
swimmer or a sinker?” snarls 
Giles. 

Christopher cancels a 
weekend in the country with 
his neglected wife Evelyn 
(Hayley Atwell) and young 
daughter Madeline (Bronte 
Carmichael) to concentrate on 
balance sheets. 

Magically, Pooh materialises 
in London and convinces 
Christopher to return to the 
Hundred Acre Wood to track 
down Eeyore (Brad Garrett), 
Piglet (Nick Mohammed), 
Rabbit (Peter Capaldi), Kanga 
(Sophie Okonedo), Roo (Sarah 
Sheen) and Owl (Toby Jones). 

Christopher Robin shoots for 
the same sweet nostalgia as 
Paddington but lacks the heart 
and soul of that marmalade- 
smeared adventure. 

Gentle laughs punctuate the 
soul-searching, like when 
Christopher picks up Eeyore so 
they can walk faster and the 
donkey deadpans, “It’s kind of 
you to kidnap me.” 

The picture’s ponderous 
middle section meanders 
rather like the little bear on 
one of his quests for golden 
honey while an emotionally 
manipulative flnal act, hung on 
an action set-piece in post¬ 
wartime London, is signposted 
as clearly as the fearsome 
Heffalumps and Woozles.

GROWN-UP POP 

/As Paul Carrack gets ready to release his 17th solo 
album, Martin Neal finds out how it came together 



y anyone’s standards, 
Paul Carrack has had a 
pretty amazing career. 
First making his mark 
in the 1970s with Ace 
(if you’re of a certain age, you 
won’t have forgotten How 
Long), he went on to enjoy 
memorable spells with 
Squeeze, Roger Waters’ 
backing band The Bleeding 
Heart Band, and Mike and the 
Mechanics, with whom he sang 
on The Living Years and other 
hits. 

And then, of course, there’s 
his solo career which is still 
going strong. 

His latest release. These 
Days, is out on his own label, 
Carrack-UK, on September 7 is 
his 17th, and he’ll be calling in 
on Essex during the 30-date UK 
tour to promote it next spring. 

Described as “grown-up pop 
music made by, and for, people 
who’ve had the ups and downs 
that life unfailingly provides,” 
These Days sees Carrack 
looking back at his career and 
basking in the warm glow of 
accomplishment. 

“It’s about getting to an age, 
and appreciating what you’ve 
got,” says Carrack. “1 hope it 
will resonate with people who 
are going through the same 
stuff. It’s not being frightened 
of it, and just trying to enjoy 
it.” 

Carrack’s decades of 
distinction include sessions 
with The Smiths, Roxy Music, 
BB King and countless others, 
culminating in a request from 
Eric Clapton to join his touring 
band. That rare honour was 
brought up-to-date in this 
summer with their 
homecoming performance in 
London’s Hyde Park for the 
BST festival. 

Since the turn of the century, 
instead of making other artists 
look great, Paul has quietly 
built a huge, loyal fan base, an 
audience that not only devours 
his albums, but turns out to 
see his frequent, extensive 
tours in their thousands. 

He’s done that the only way 
he knows; making high-quality, 
accessible pop-soul with 
unmissable hooks and lyrics 
that say something about all of 
our lives. 

That’s truer than ever on 
These Days. The album’s 
stunning line-up features Paul 
on keyboards and guitar and 
regular bandmate Jeremy Meek 
on bass, joined by Robbie 
McIntosh (Paul McCartney, 
Pretenders, Norah Jones, John 
Mayer) on lead guitar and 
drummer Steve Gadd, Paul’s 


Eric Clapton bandmate who 
has graced the work of 
everyone from Steely Dan to 
James Taylor. 

As if their exemplary playing 
wasn’t enough, the album’s 
horn section is hand-picked 
and overseen by the mighty 
Pee Wee Ellis, the American 
saxophone ace who was an 
integral part of James Brown’s 
shows and records of the 
vintage Cold Sweat era. 

Five tracks on These Days 
have lyrics by Paul’s friend, 
former Squeeze bandmate and 
consummate wordsmith Chris 
Difford. 

As usual, the new songs 
started in Carrack’s home 
studio, but they came to life in 
a different and exciting way 
this time. 

“I don’t write a song and 
then do a demo,” he explains. 
“It’s a little nugget of an idea 
and I start messing about with 
it, chipping away and it 


becomes something. Usually, 
that’s completed and that 
becomes the album. 

“In this case, I took a lot of 
the songs quite a way, but then 
we decided we wanted to make 
it a bit more performance- 
based and with some other 
influences. 

“I’ve been playing with Eric 
for about five years now, and I 
just mentioned it to Steve 
Gadd, was it something he 
might be interested in, and he 
was very keen.” 

When Gadd said he’d be 
coming through the UK on the 
way home from a European 
tour with Chick Corea, Carrack 
seized the moment and booked 
into Air Studios in London for 
three days to cut a dozen 
tracks as a band, before taking 
it back to his home studio. 

Plenty of the songs, from the 
title track to Where Does the 
Time Go, The Best I Could and 
Dig Deep strike a glass-half¬ 


full, pensive mood about the 
long road travelled and the 
adventures still to come. 

“When I think about it, we’ve 
come a long, long way,” as Paul 
sings on the typically catchy 
and beguiling Amazing 

There was another moment 
of reflection when Carrack 
came to choose the striking 
cover image for the album, as 
he rifled through a box of his 
late father’s photographs. 

“When you go through these 
things, you realise you’ve come 
a hell of a long way,” he muses. 

The gorgeous image is of 
Paul’s brother. 

“That’s us on holiday,” he 
says. “We’re living it large 
there; I think it’s probably the 
Isle of Wight. Man, that was 
exotic back in the day. We had 
pretty humble beginnings.”

SWEDE DREAMS 


COOKERY WRITER AND \ 
PRESENTER RACHEL KHOO 
TELLS ELLA WALKER 

THAT MEATBALLS ARE 
A MUST IN SWEDEN 



W HEN you're in 

another country, 
perhaps the easiest 
way to begin to 
fathom a culture is 
through its food. Rachel Khoo is 
an expert at doing just that. 

Born in south London, the 
food writer and presenter 
switched Croydon for Paris in 
her 20s, to study patisserie at the 
prestigious Le Cordon Bleu 
cookery school. It led to her 
breakout cookbook. The Litde 
Paris Kitchen. Now it's Sweden's 
turn to get the Khoo treatment. 

Rachel, 37, moved to 
Stockholm in 2016 with her 
Swedish husband Robert, and 
The Little Swedish Kitchen sees 
her explore the country's 
tradition of'husmanskost' - or 
home cooking. The focus is 
simple, seasonable, affordable 
ingredients "and making the 
most of what you have'! 

Husmanskost is a way of doing 
things born of Sweden's short 
and difficult growing season, 
cramped by the harsh winters. 

"You had cabbage, potatoes, 
root vegetables - that was your 
basis of ingredients," says Rachel. 

"Plus, game and seafood; you 
had to be creative with a small 
amount of ingredients.” 

She takes this ethos and 
experiments (her cabbage 
recipes, for instance, 
don't involve boiling, 
thankfully). 

Arguably, nothing is 
more Swedish or 
representative of 
husmanskost than 
meatballs. "I do some 
vegetarian meatballs 
in the cookbook," she 
explains, with a 
good-natured eye roll, 

"and I was told I have to include 
the original meat-meatballs too." 

They're usually served with a 
smooth gravy, creamy mash, tart 
lingonberries and tangy pickled 
cucumbers (yes, almost exactly 
like they do them at IKEA). 


"You start eating meatballs as 
soon as you've got two teeth. The 
kids at kindergarten, they get 
meatballs for their lunch," says 
Rachel. "It's so much ingrained 
in the country - a bit like a 
Sunday roast for Brits - it's an 
everyday food that follows you 
from kindergarten to the canteen 
at work. You'll find them pretty 
much everywhere." 

The only place not willing to 
enter the meatball fray in 
Sweden is, incredibly, 
McDonald's. Who knew? 

Eor Rachel, Sweden's 
attraction has always been the 
landscape and the nature ("It's 
just fields, trees, lakes, fields, 
trees, lakes..."). "They're very 
much about embracing the 
seasons," she says of the Swedes. 

"It doesn't matter whether it's 
summer and there are really long 
days and you go out in the 
evening and go swimming. Or, in 
the winter when it's dark and 
cold, you still go out 
skating, skiing and 
walking." 

Sitting things out 
and blaming the 
weather just isn't done 
- hence why grilling 
hot dogs outside in the 
snow isn't unusual. 
"They love their hot 
dogs," buzzes Rachel. 
"You can even get a 
hot dog with prawn salad and 
mashed potatoes on top, it's a bit 
like a surf and turf, but in hot dog 
form!" 

Other Swedish customs we 
really ought to take up include 
fika and knackebrod. 


"Eika is one of the first things I 
learnt about," says Rachel. 

"(People say) 'Oh, let's go for 
fika' - and you meet for coffee 
and a bun." 

Elavour-wise, she recommends 
classic cardamom and cinnamon 
buns, or a brioche bun (also with 
cardamom), filled with almond 
paste and whipped cream. "It's 
pretty amazing," says Rachel. 

Knackebrod, meanwhile, isn't 
a treat. The rye crispbread, which 
is smooth on one side, and 
bobblier on the other, is a staple 
at breakfast, lunch and dinner. 

Seafood is a huge part of 
Swedish cuisine, yet you won't 
find Rachel eating surstromming 
(fermented herring in a tin). 

"The tin bulges because of the 
gas," she says, screwing up her 
face. "You eat it outside on 
knackebrod; apparently it 
doesn't taste as bad as it smells, 
but it's not my cup of tea. 

"Don't open it on public 
transport or you will have the 


whole train carriage to yourself." 

More to her taste are plump 
and peachy langoustines, lobster, 
crab and salmon hauled in along 
the west coast of Sweden, while 
inland it's crayfish territory 
which, come summer, means 
traditional Swedish crayfish 
parties galore (kraftskiva). 

Rachel describes how you drop 
frozen herring as bait into lobster 
pot-style cages, and pull them up 
the morning of your party, full of 
clacking crustaceans. They're 
then brined in beer, lots of salt 
"and dill'! yelps Rachel. "You 
can't get enough dill!” 

Schnapps is, of course, crucial 
to any Swedish party. "They love 
to sing their songs and drink a 
little schnapps," says Rachel. "It's 
really good fun. I don't down the 
whole shot, I can't keep up 
otherwise - too many songs."

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I DOUBT I've mentioned before 
that I'm hooked on Samuel Pepys, 
the 17th century diarist. When I 
go to London I dip my toe in a 
corner of his world; perhaps I'll 
walk down a street he mentions 
in his famous diary, or I'll head 
towards St Olave's church near 
Tower Hill where he is buried. 

I was intrigued to hear about 
Copper Rivet Dockyard Gin 
(£29.99, 50cl, at selected 
Co-op stores, or online 
including Master of Malt, 
£28.45). The Copper Rivet 
distillery sits on the River 
Medway in Chatham's historic 
dockyard in Kent and Chatham is 
slap bang in the middle of naval 
employee Pepys' world. 

I never thought I could link 
Pepys and gin in this space of 
mine, but there you go. 
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alongside the classic juniper on 
the nose, with rich and inviting 
orange notes and around it all is 
the subtlety of elderflower, gentle 
and willowy. 

ALSO IN MY GLASS ... 

The gin distillery is one of only I WORRY sometimes when I read 


10 in Britain to make its own 
base spirit, in its case from 
grain grown on the nearby Isle 
of Sheppey (which also has a 
mention in Pepys' diary). 

Enough. I'm not a history 
column. What of the gin? 

Botanicals include 
elderflower, coriander seeds, 
Spanish orange peel, Italian 
lemon peel, Guatemalan 
green cardamom, grains of 
paradise from Africa, 
angelica root and orris root.

Dourthe Nol Sauvignon 
■■I Blanc 2017, left (£8.50, 
from the award-winning 
' thewinesociety.com) is a 
delightfully crisp Bordeaux 
white and it shouts sunshine 
and friends, summer salads 
and grilled fish. 

It is classy and elegant with 
its vibrant notes of grapefruit 


and lemon. The 2017 vintage 
marks 30 years since Dourthe 
released its first "grand" dry 
white wine from the region, 
hence some labels are branded 
with "30" to mark the occasion. 

I tasted its sister wine Dourthe 
La Grand Cuvee 2017 
(Waitrose, £9.49) at an 
Everyday Bordeaux tasting and it 
was to die for, with zippy citrus 
notes, complexity and a fresh, 
fruity aroma. 

■ Two reds.... 

ANDA (£5.99 from £7.99 until 
September 4, Waitrose,14% 
abv) is a good wine to pour at 
barbecues. This blend of 
tempranillo and syrah from 
Andalucia in Spain has a deep 
personality, with black fruits, 
spice and plums on the nose, with 
smoky layers, and the flavours 


reveal more of those plums, dark 
fruits and spice with just a hint of 
liguorice. The tannins are soft 
and palate friendly. 

Nero Oro Appassimento 
Sicilian Nero d'Avola 2017 
(£9.99, or £8.99 in a buy six 
deal at Majestic, 14% abv) is 
not a rugged rumbustious red, 
but soft and welcoming like a 
"smooch on a sofa". It is purple- 
black, full bodied, with notes of 
blackcurrant, vanilla, liguorice, 
bilberry and blueberry. Nero 
d'Avola grapes are native to 
Sicily, and the term appassimento 
means that they have been dried 
before the wine is made, creating 
concentrated flavours.

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"I HAD my first Swedish waffle when I visited Skansen, 
Stockholm's answer to a zoo and amusement park, recalls 
Rachel. "The sweet smell of freshly made waffles enticed 
me past the wild-boar burger stand in pursuit of a 
waffle I had spotted earlier, served with a generous 
dollop of whipped cream and strawberry jam. 

"Butternut sguash definitely doesn't feature in a 
regular Swedish waffle, but it does give it a natural 
sweetness, which means you can reduce the refined 
sugar normally added to the batter. 

"It also gives you the option of turning this into a 
starter (or even a main when served with a crisp green 
salad), instead of serving it as a sweet.” 


INGREDIENTS 

For the waffles: 

300g roasted butternut squash or 
pumpkin; lOOg cooled melted 
butter, plus extra for greasing 
the waffle iron; 200g buttermilk; 
200ml whole milk; 2 medium eggs; 
Vztsp ground cinnamon (optional); 
Itsp fine sea salt; 200g plain flour; 
2tsp baking powder 
To serve as a sweet: 

Strawberry jam; Whipped cream

butter, buttermilk, whole 
milk and eggs. 

2. Sift together the 
remaining waffle 
ingredients into the bowl 
and fold to incorporate. 
Don't overmix or you'll get 
a heavy batter. Leave to 
rest at room temperature 
for 20 minutes. 

3. Heat up your waffle 
iron, brushing with 
melted butter if required 
(no need with non-stick 
ones). Pour a ladle of 
batter into the middle. 
Gently close the lid and 
cook for a couple of 
minutes, or until the 
outside is crisp (this will 
vary, depending on the heat 
of your waffle iron). 



4. Leave to cool for a minute 
before topping with the 
garnish of your liking. 


"THE BRITS have Cheddar, the French have Comte and 
the Swedes have Vasterbotten; a good, hardy, 
flavoursome cheese that can be cooked with or eaten 
as is,” explains Rachel. "This pie, which I've eaten my 
fair share of, nearly always crops up at midsummer 
and crayfish parties, and at Christmas. Pie like this 
shouldn't be eaten just on celebratory occasions 
though; a slice in your packed lunch with a green 
salad on the side makes a perfectly satisfying meal.” 


INGREDIENTS: 

For the pastry: 130g plain flour; 
Vitsp fine sea salt; Itbsp 
wholegrain mustard; 80g cold 
butter, cubed; Itbsp vodka 
For the filling: 3 medium eggs; 
300ml single cream; Vztsp fine sea 
salt; Itsp black pepper; 300g 
Vasterbotten or mature Cheddar 
cheese, grated;! small onion, 
peeled and thinly sliced;

sheets of baking paper and 
roll into a circle that is larger 
than your quiche tin (21cm, 
4cm deep). Chill in the fridge 
for 30 minutes. 

2. Preheat the oven to ISO^C/ 
fan 160“C/gas4. 

3. Remove the pastry from 
the fridge and use it to line 
the pie tin. If the pastry is too 
hard, leave to soften for five 
to 10 minutes. Prick pastry in 
the tin with a fork. Line with 
baking paper and pour in 
baking weights. Bake for 20 
minutes, remove the baking 
weights and paper and bake 




for a further 10 minutes, or 
until the base is dry and firm. 

4. To make the filling, beat 
the eggs with the cream, salt 
and pepper until you have a 
smooth mixture. Stir in the 
cheese. Pour into the pie 
case, put the onions on top 
and bake for another 25-30 
minutes, or until the mixture 
is set but still a little wobbly. 

5. When the pie has cooled, 
heat the butter in a frying 
pan. Once it is foaming, add 
the chanterelles and cook for 
four to five minutes, or until 
lightly golden and cooked 
through. 

6. Leave to cool slightly. 

7. Scatter the pie with parsley 
and top with the mushrooms 
to serve.

Classical crossover group II Divo talk to 
LUCY MAPSTONE about creating a new 
album after parting ways with Simon 
Cowell, and the secret to their longevity 


I T'S been a whole 15 years 
since Simon Cowell 
manufactured one of the 
most successful musical 
groups of his career. No, not 
One Direction - 11 Divo. 

The classical crossover group, 
comprised of a global melting 
pot of singing stars, has a 
mightily impressive collection of 
strings to their bow. 

They have sold more than 30 
million albums, including 160 
gold and platinum albums in 33 
countries, and they were 
awarded the artist of the decade 
prize at the Classic Brit Awards in 
2011. And, while the quartet, 
made up of Swiss tenor Urs 
Buhler, German-born Spanish 
baritone Carlos Marin, American 
tenor David Miller and French 
singer Sebastien Izambard, has 
never really gone away, their new 
album Timeless is a comeback of 
sorts. 

It's their first release since 
parting ways with Cowell and it 
has allowed them to do things 
their way for the first time. 

Urs says their contract with 
Syco finished officially last 
summer: "It just kind of came to 
a natural end. We had our own 
creative ideas, and we wanted to 
carry on with these. We're very 
proud that we've done so." 

He adds: "1 think, with 
Timeless, we've created one 
of the greatest things we've 
done." 

Urs and his bandmates 
speak highly of Cowell. 

But things trailed off in 


terms of interaction with the 
music mogul in recent years. 

"He was very heavily involved 
in the first three or four studio 
albums, but then 1 don't know if 
it's due to his own career being 
incredibly busy, but his influence 
and his 

involvement became less and 
less," Urs recounts. 

"And even in the last couple of 
discs we did with Syco, he was 
hardly involved. He basically 
listened to the finished product." 

Urs now describes Cowell as 
"just an old friend" who they are 
on "very good terms with'! 

The group is bubbling over 
with excitement ahead of the 
release of their seventh album, 
which also tidily represents their 
15th anniversary. 

They say it is the "album we've 
always wanted to make',' and the 
foursome are notably ardent 
when talking about how it was 
created without external people 
"having any say or input'! 

Timeless, they say, was based 
on a "concept'! and covers 
different genres of music from 
across the decades, right back to 
the 1930s. The record includes 
covers of songs such as Love Me 
Tender, What A Wonderful World 
and Smile, each of which was 
handpicked by 
themselves. 

"We've taken a 
song from each 
decade, the most 
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beautiful song we could find, and 
we compiled all these together 
on the new album," Urs explains. 

One of 11 Divo's favourite tracks 
on the album is Hola, a Spanish- 
language cover of Adele's 
mega-hit Hello, complete with a 
fresh orchestral arrangement. 

Carlos points out that, while 
Adele has not directly aired her 
views over the track, she did 
grant them permission to cover 
it. 

"Clearly she was pleased 
enough with our demo that we 
sent her, and our intentions with 
what we wanted to do with it, 
and she was pleased enough 
with the Spanish translation," he 
adds. And would they ever like 
the chance to perform Hola with 
Adele? 

Sebastien quips, sharp as a 
tack: "I'd have to think about 
that..." 

As the four singers fall about in 
laughter for what feels like the 
37th time in a few short minutes, 
it becomes wonderfully apparent 
that their humour is the key to 
their longevity. 

Fifteen years in one group is 
quite the achievement, especially 
considering the Frankenstein- 
esque manner the already 
established singers, now aged 
between 45 and 49, were put 
together, and that many acts 
struggle to go the distance. 

David is adamant that their 
"really good sense of humour" is 


what gets them by when the 
pressures of travelling the globe 
wear them down. 

"When touring, you spend time 
on planes, you get 
dehydrated, you're always 
running the risk of getting sick, 
you have jet lag... it's just the 
nature of the beast," he sighs. 

"And 1 think that the four of us 
really use our good natures and 
our senses of humour to try and 
off-set that as much as we can. 

"We try to keep things light¬ 
hearted, which is not always easy 
because, not only do we have the 
pressures of needing to pull off a 
show every night or every other 
night, but we're now the captains 
of the ship at this point. 

"We are the producers, we are 
the directors, we are the owners 
and the people who shape the 
direction as well." He jokes: "It 
kinda works... we're 15 years in, 
we're still alive, and we haven't 
killed each other!" 

After years of world tours they 
are as tight as ever. There does 
not appear to be an end in sight 
for 11 Divo, either, who insist they 
have at least another 15 years in 
them as a group - as long as their 
fans keep on listening. 

Sebastien insists: "It would 
only stop if the fans were to 
decide that they don't like our 
music." 

Here's to another 15...

No one knows pattern like Orla Kiely. GABRIELLE FAGAN catches 
up with the designer to find out how it can make you happy 


O rla Kiely's renowned globally as the 
Queen of Prints - and it's a well- 
deserved title. The Irish-born 
mother-of-two, who began by 
designing hats and handbags in the 
early Nineties, has seen her retro 
motifs - most famously stems and 
pears - adorn everything from 
housewares to wallpaper and clothes. 

Her latest book, A Life In Pattern: And How It Can 
Make You Happy Without You Even Noticing, coincides 
with a major exhibition, Orla Kiely: A Life In Pattern, at 
The Fashion and Textile Museum, London, until 
September 23, 2018. 

The designer reveals how it all began, her inspira¬ 
tions, and her tips on decorating the Orla Kiely way... 

What first inspired your designs? 

"Growing up just outside Dublin, I was aware of 
nature and I loved art at school. I'd always wanted to 
do fashion at art college - my sewing machine was my 
most treasured possession - until I discovered the 
option of printed textiles. 

"As a student, I was very drawn to architecture, which 
influenced my earliest print designs, the strong geomet¬ 
ric lines dictating how the pattern would work was 
something I loved. These early influences are still there, 
often informing the structure of repeats throughout.” 

How did your business begin? 

"If I am ever asked when we first started our label, I 
think back to working at my kitchen table, designing 
handbags with Robert, our baby son, on my lap. I had 
a full-time position as a print designer in the fashion 
industry on a freelance contract, so those moments 
were usually after work on the weekend. 

"We lived in a purpose-built, first-floor 
Victorian flat, which doubled up as a 
design studio, office and distribution 
centre, where boxes of stock were 
delivered and turned around while I 
was at work. 

"Every day, my husband, 

Dermott, who had the business 
skills and entrepreneurial tenden¬ 
cies, would do all the jobs a strong 
team would normally do, in an office 
shared with Robert and his toys. 

"We financed it ourselves from day 
one and our lives were invested. Our 
second son, Hamish, was born - and noth¬ 
ing could have been more motivating 
than our two little boys depending on 
us for their all." 


Where do you get your ideas 
from today? 

"Nature's a great source of pattern 
ideas. My personal take on 
nature has always been more 
abstract and graphic. I absorb 
inspiration in my travels, reading 
books, films, going to exhibi¬ 
tions, it never stops. Everyday 
objects inspire too, they can Idc 
interestingly random, which I 
love. I'll spot something and store 
it away for the right moment." .

How would you describe your work? 

"It's clean, controlled and orderly. It has a strong, bold 
graphic style, where colour plays along. As a design 
company, we're always drawn to modernist/mid¬ 
century design and print. This has informed all 
aspects of our product, from the ready-to-wear 
collections, fragrance, beauty, handbags, watches, 
jewellery, homeware, wallpapers and more. 

"Our style will always remain quite Sixties and 
Seventies, but our colours and prints continue to evolve 
- and we're always open to off-piste influences for a 
quirky twist." 

What's your favourite design? 

"I can't help but say Stem, the simple organic leaf 
motif. The idea arrived as an inspiration while 
developing new print designs back in 2000. It was, as 
all good things often are, a very quick sketch. It has, for 
some reason, touched many people throughout the 
world, and became the seed from which our brand 
flourished. 

"I always think it's serendipitous, as it so resembles a 
rowan branch, and Rowan is the family name of my 
husband and children. It's proved to be very versatile 
and has morphed into an array of different variations -1 
always get excited by the newest iterations.” 

How would you describe your own home decor? 

"My home is Victorian with a very mid-century 
aesthetic, original features, cornices, high ceilings and 
fireplaces. I've combined vintage furniture found in 
fairs and second-hand furniture stores with products 
we've made. 

"Growing up in Ireland has had a big influence on my 
taste for colour. My love for green, from moss to 
seaweed, the greys and browns of those rainy Irish 
skies, the mustard and orange of the wildflowers found 
on the roadside, have become my palette. I mix these 
with some other bright pops of colour, like pink and 
yellow. 

"Our patterns are present in every room, whether 
it's a printed cushion, wallpaper or ceramic, an ele- 
I ment of my work will be there. In the kitchen, our 
J tableware adds something special at dinner times, 
!|K and our towels in the bathrooms add that extra 
JSU colour and pattern to everyday life." 

^ How do people create a successful interior? 

"Consider the space and light of the room. Think 
of those colours that you love the most. 
Research design eras you love, visit flea 
markets, vintage fairs and off-beat 
stores. Find a piece you love - this 
could be a couch, a table, a light - 
be open minded. These objects can 
inspire and set the tone of where 
the other rooms can follow. I like 
to commit to an idea and don't 
water it down. Colour and print 
are very important, it can lift 
your spirits like nothing else. 
Most of all, don't be afraid."

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DONT FAIL TO MAKE A SALE 


T he old advice when 
selling a home was 
to greet buyers with 
the smell of fresh 
coffee and newly 
baked bread rolls. 

No one falls for 
that any more. 

When selling a property, or trying to 
find tenants for a flat or house to let, 
remember the next set of people to 
live in the home have probably got a 
turn-offs check-list. 

Even if you live in an area of high 
demand, if you fail on "no-no" items, 
then expect less when the deal is 
finalised. 

Insurance and money comparison 
site Go Compare has come up with a 
list of negatives - items that tell 
property viewers either the place is 
overpriced or they should try 
elsewhere. 

Damp stains on walls and ceilings 
top the list. They are unsightly, often 
unhealthy - especially if there is 
evidence of fungus - and can be the 
first signs of something worse such as 
rot. Buyers will have no idea of how 
much it might cost to put matters right 
- so they will go elsewhere. 

No one wants to move into a 
property with rotting window frames 
or peeling paintwork. Expect some 
price bargaining. 

But you can do something about a 
dirty house - get it cleaned 
professionally. 

Some turn-offs are difficult or 
impossible to fix. So own up straight 
away. Poor or non-existent parking 
means either you suggest the nearest 
parking place or tell new owners or 
tenants to use public transport or 
cycle - easier in big cities. 

And if you have no garden, the only 
way forward is to show them how nice 
the local park is - or where they can 
find an allotment. But a bigger turn¬ 
off is rubbish in neighbouring gardens 
- no one wants to move in and 
discover the people nextdoor are a 
potential nightmare. 

More than half would not consider

properties with bad broadband or 
poor mobile phone connections. 

Suggesting alternative providers can 
sometimes help. 

Bad smells are a turn-off. But 
prospective tenants or buyers can deal 
with cigarettes or pets - damp is far 
more difficult. 

People want up-to-date electrics. 
Landlords should ensure wiring and 


sockets are up to date - if these are 
dangerous they could be legally 
liable. Property sellers should have 
ready estimates to put it right, and 
perhaps lower prices. 

Other problems which lead people 
to avoid properties include proximity 
to major roads and motorways, bad 
DIY, unfinished washing up and 
empty food packages in the kitchen, 
and stone cladding or pebble dash on 
exterior walls, which can hide 
horrors. 

There’s one negative not on the Go 
Compare list - finding the present 
inhabitants in bed or not dressed 
during a property viewing. 


■ Look at your property from the 
next person's point of view. 

■ Counter bad points with positives 
that the property or area can 
provide. 

■ Find out about local schools, 
public transport, eateries and shops 
to appear well informed.

Pests love to bunk up in greenhouses, but 
there are natural ways to fight them off. 


lasshouses are a 
great addition to a 
garden, allowing 
the keen grower to 
propagate nearly 
all year round, get 
a head start with 
seed sowing and 
enjoy tender plants out of season. 

They're also attractive to insects 
who enjoy the snug indoor 
accommodation and plentiful supply 
of food. 

While low levels of pests can be 
tolerated, what do you do when 
there's an infestation and how can you 
prevent them? 

Glasshouse/greenhouse hygiene is 
a good starting point. An annual clean 
in autumn or winter and disinfecting 
of benches and floors will disrupt the 
life cycles of many that choose to 
overwinter in your digs. Good 
ventilation will help with humidity 
levels, and try not to overcrowd the 
place with plants. 

Check new arrivals for any insect 
baggage they are carrying with them 
- the undersides of leaves are often a 
hiding place. 

Hanging yellow fly traps are a 
simple method of controlling and 
monitoring fly populations. 

Weeds can be a host for a variety of 
unwanted visitors so keep on top of 
them. 


If you make regular 
patrols you will 
spot problems 
before they get out 
of control and 
many of these 
creatures can 
simply be 
removed by hand. 

However, 
sometimes it can 
feel as if you're 
overrun by them so 
here's a guide to some 
methods for the most common 
culprits. 

When you brush past a plant in the 
greenhouse and a cloud of white flies 
comes out, then you have whitefly. A 
common glasshouse pest, it's a sap 
sucker, and you'll be able to detect it 
by sooty marks on your leaves - this is 
a mould growing on their sticky 
excreta. 

Leaves turn yellow and eventually 
drop off with large infestations. 

Insecticides, whether organic and 
or chemical, will need repeated 
applications. 

Organic insecticides are made from

plant extracts so 
can be used on 
edible crops. But bear 
in mind that with any 
insecticide you run the risk 
of killing beneficial insects as well, so 
it can be counterproductive and upset 
the natural balance in your garden. 

An alternative to sprays is using 
biological controls. This is where you 
release beneficial insects that will eat 
the undesirable flies. 

In this case it's a parasitic wasp 
called Encarsia which gobbles up the 
larval form ofwhiteflies. It's important 
that you don't use insecticide at the 
same time as that will kill the wasps as 
well. 

As for the black mould, just wipe 
this off with a damp cloth. 

The red spider mite is another 
sap-sucking insect which is having a 
ball in this dry, warm summer. 

Usually found in warm glasshouses 
and conservatories, it can holiday 
outside in the garden when the 


weather's right. It's not fussy about 
which plant it lives on either, so 
ornamental as well as fruit and veg are 
all prey. 

The mites are so small you'd need a 


magnifying glass to see the culprits 
but the damage they cause is visible to 
the eye - a fine mottled yellow 
appearance on the leaves and 
sometimes they weave a fine web 



Time to reap what you have sowed 


■ It's harvest time for loads of 
crops so catch fruit and veg at 
its best, either for eating now 
or storing for the winter. Onions 
are ready when the foliage 
starts drooping over. You can 
tell if sweetcorn is ripe by 
sgueezing a kernel, milky juice 
should come out. 

■ Watering and feeding remains 
top priority, especially for any 
pots, troughs, hanging baskets 
and containers. 


JOBS FOR THE WEEK 


■ Finish pruning apple trees 
that are fan, cordon or espalier. 

■ Look after pond life - keep 
water levels topped up, remove 
blanket weed and cut back 
yellow foliage on pond plants. 

■ Dry weather is great for 
getting paint jobs done such as 
sheds, fences or furniture that 


need a face-lift. Is it time to try 
out a new colour scheme? 

■ There's still time to grow 
some veg that will mature 
before winter - salads and other 
guick- growing crops like 
radishes can all be sown now. 

■ Take a walk around the 
garden and see if there's any 
seed ready for collection.

across the foliage which becomes pale and 
dries up. 

The solution? They hate water so a good 
hosing down will help and regular misting 
is a good idea. 

There is a biological control for this - a 
small mite called Phytoseiulus which 
when released in your glasshouse will 
gobble up the red spider mite. 

Glasshouse thrips are tiny black insects 
that cause a silver mottling on leaves and 
flower distortion. 

Ask for blue sticky sheets from your 


garden centre and hang these above your 
plants to catch them. 

There are a number of predatory mites 
that you can order online, such as 
Amblyseius, or use organic sprays. 

You can also try homemade recipes to 
make your own fly deterrent. These 
involve mixing varying concoctions of 
liquid soap, garlic, neem oil, peppermint, 
vinegar or baking soda diluted in water 
and used via spray bottles. 

So if you're a DlY-er, get mixing in the 
kitchen. 


ASK DIARMUID 



Q l have a small pond with 
some flowering rushes 
which have toppled over and 
are now floating on the 
surface. Any idea how I can 
fix this?

Pond plants, like any 
others, will outgrow their 
pots. The expanding root 
systems push out the soil and 
gravel that kept the pot 
weighted down at the bottom 
of the pond and so the entire 
plant starts to surface. 

Basically your rushes will 
need repotting and/or lifting 


and dividing depending on 
size. It's a messy job but it will 
rejuvenate your plants. 

You will need a larger mesh 
pot, aquatic compost and 
some pebbles or stones. 


Cut off the smaller pot and 
gently tease out the root 
system. Replant in the larger 
one and cover with gravel or 
pebbles and gently lower it to 
the bottom of your pond.

LAGERSTROEMIA INDICA 

Crepe myrtle is a highly 
decorative small ornamental 
tree that is increasing in 
popularity. 

It's borderline hardy so best 
grown in southern or milder 
coastal areas - a sheltered post 
against a sunny wall is a good 
option. Right now it's covered 
in frilly pink flowers that look 
as if they have been fashioned 


from crepe paper. Depending 
on the cultivar, these flowers 
also come in white, crimson or 
purple. It has a pleasing overall 
shape and will reach 20ft tall in 
maturity. 

Added bonuses include its 
attractive bark - which is 
mottled light grey and pale 
pink - and good autumnal leaf 
colour.

If you're going to go down this route, 
make sure to mix up the shades and tones 
of the blue to bring the scheme to life. 

Be sure to keep the flooring in a neutral 
shade and choose accessories in a 
multitude of materials to breakup the sea 
of blue. Add a smattering of stripes to 
finish. 

For a more contemporary take on the 
nautical look, use pastel blues to 
complement a pale grey base. Add 
white-washed furnishings and beautifully 
textured accessories - such as woven 
baskets for storage and a driftwood coffee 
table - to cement the look. 

DO-IT-YOURSELF 

One of the best things about the coastal 
trend is the fact a lot of it can be done by 
yourself and without breaking the bank. 

You can create your own authentic 
coastal accessories by collecting shells, 
pebbles and rocks from your favourite 
beach. Pop them into a clear glass vase to 
use as a dining table centrepiece or 
decoration to surround the fireplace. 

These also look great in outside spaces. 
Add a strip of battery-powered fairy lights 
- burying the power pack among the vase's 
contents - and voila, you've made your 
own light. 

When it comes to bigger pieces of 
furniture, such as a dining table or chest of 
drawers, utilise what you already have. 

Give an old wooden dining suite a 
seaside-inspired revamp with a little bit of 
upcycling. Give it a decent sand, apply a 
primer and grab your paint brush. In 
keeping with the nautical look, go for an 
off-white chalky paint - the chalky paint 
will add texture. Apply two coats - 
ensuring the first is thoroughly dry before 
painting the second and seal the whole 
table with a soft clear wax to protect your 
masterpiece. 

If you want to create a distressed effect 
- perfect for the nautical look - gently sand

the edges before applying more wax. 

To add depth, consider using a different 
shade of paint on the table legs to the table 
top. 

ACCESSORISE 

It is tempting to go all out on seaside 
accessories - lighthouses, decorative 
starfish and a ship's wheel for the wall. 

But my advice? Use cliched accessories 
sparingly and instead choose fixtures 
inspired by the sea. 

When it comes to lighting, hurricane 
lanterns and fisherman's lamps are perfect 
choices, as are woven lampshades. You 
could also opt for an industrial-type 
fixture, such as a cage-light chandelier 
which puts the bulb centre stage. 

Old wooden crates make fabulous side 
tables, while a rattan chair offers 
additional seating as well as texture. 

A rope rug will protect existing flooring 
while keeping in with the theme, and fresh 
flowers will complete the entire look.

All this on an excellent chassis little 
wonder it will appeal more to the motorists 
who want a true driver’s car with both the 
right looks and right sports performance and 
with an acceleration of 0 to 62mph in just a 
fraction under four seconds and a limited 
top speed of 155mph it doesn’t disappoint. 

With all the modern engineering and 
mechanical kit underneath this car weighs 
almost two tonnes, yet its slightly lighter 
than its predecessor, but as before it feels no 
heavyweight out on the road. 

With a manual over ride on the eight- 
speed automatic gearbox plus the use of the 
paddle gear change on the steering wheel 
this car will deliver the kind of outright 
performance package more often associated 
with established super sports cars from 
Porsche and the like. 

Yes, out on the open road it sweetly 
produces the power the driver would expect, 
particularly with that beautiful rasping 
exhaust sound from the quad exhaust pipes, 
but its instant acceleration for mid range 
overtaking on our roads is subtle and 
pleasing. 

Equally sensibly nipping in and out of 
busy urban or city traffic when possible is 
also provided in the same civilised manner 
while for the driver the sensitive but 
competent light steering makes driving this 
car so easy and relaxing. 

It’s agile, well balanced and with plenty of 
poise even when driving shall we say more 
enthusiastically with the car having excellent 
road grip and thankfully equally excellent 
strong brakes when it comes to needing to 
stop quickly. 

Even if a driver is quite familiar with 
today’s BMW sportier cars getting in behind 
the steering of this M5 will require some 
initial time to become acquainted with all 
the controls and features which could be 
complex at first glance but not 
insurmountable. 

With BMW’s renowned X-Drive system on 
board with several engineering ‘packages’

true ‘sports’ car and it has many other 
crucial standard features like stiffer anti-roll 
bars and stiffer brakes to match the 
exceptional power on offer. 

The easily adjustable driving position is 
great and inside the ergonomics are perfect 
and with a lOinch-plus touch screen tuned 
to the usual BMW rotary controller know 
down in between the two front seats with all 
different info details available at the push of 
a button. 

The rest of the interior simply oozes with 
quality from top to bottom and all round 
leather seats that offer so much firm, all 
round lumbar support and is much the same 
as in the rest of the current 5 Series. 

There is so much kit on this car again it 
will take more than a few moments for the 
novice 5 Series to become accustomed to it 
while the overall ambience of the interior 
has distinctive sporty touches here and there 
yet still retaining all the well proven qualities 
of the rest of the 5 Series. 

One interesting extra is the so-called quiet 
dashboard lighting where the driver can 
choose the colour of the luminescent piping 
that complete encircles the cabin - which 
one to choose Sir?....blue, purple or red? 

The M Sport is also practical too with 
plenty of cubby holes and storage places 
while 530-litre boots is cavernously deep too, 
plenty of room for two sets of golf clubs and 
the like. 

Driving the M Sport is a great experience 
and while earlier M5 models have been 
exciting to drive none have been so 
rewarding as this.

ROAD TEST: Kia Stinger 3.3 T-GDI V6 GT S by Enda Mullen 


STYLISH STINGER 



P eople keep stopping 
to look at your car’ - 
my friends 
remarked, as we sat 
watching an 

important football match 
that we increasingly lost 
interest in when it wasn’t 
going our way. 

The Kia Stinger proved a 
suitable distraction, not just 
for us but also the 
pedestrians passing my 
driveway at the time. 

There’s no doubting the 
Stinger is a striking looking 
vehicle and it represents a 
pretty major departure for 
the Korean car maker from 
its traditional line-up. 

The Stinger represents a 
big leap fir Kia in that it is 
hoping to be a challenger to 
established premium 
German marques like Audi, 
BMW and Mercedes. 

Kia hope it will steal sales 
from the likes of the BMW 4 
Series Gran Coupe and the 
Audi A5 Sportback. 

As far as looks go it ticks 


plenty of boxes and is 
sleek, elegant and 
stylish. 

It has hints of the 
Optima but to my 
mind also looks like 
the kind of car Saab 
might be making now 
if it hadn’t gone to the 
wall. 

While it might not be 
quirky as such, it’s 
certainly different and 
definitely appealing. 

Kia made a shrewd move 
appointing former Audi 
design supremo Peter 
Schreyer some time back 
and the Stinger represents 
the pinnacle of his 
achievements thus far. 

For the Stinger Kia also 
decided to buy in some 
serious engineering expertise 
with the hire of Albert 
Biermann, who previously 
worked for BMW’s M 
division. 

So, one can conclude that 
Kia really mean business as 
far as the Stinger is 


concerned. 

Have they managed it? 

Based on my experience at 
the wheel I would say yes. 

Will people buy it? 

Only time will tell. 

Step inside the Stinger and 
you are greeted with a plush 
and welcoming 
environment. 

It might not quite match 
the standards of Audi, BMW 
and Mercedes in terms of 
interior ergonomics but it 
really isn’t very far off. 

It’s a bigger car than those 
German rivals it has in its 
sights and that is reflected in 


a cabin that is very open 
and roomy, with rear 
seat passengers 
particularly well catered 
for, both in terms of 
headroom and legroom. 

Fit and finish are good 
and the instrumentation 
and switchgear are of 
sufficiently high quality. 

Technology on this car 
included a 15-speaker 
Harmon Kardon sound 
system. 

All models come 
generously equipped though 
and features include an 
eight-inch colour 
touchscreen, sat-nav, head- 
up display, dual-zone air 
conditioning, intelligent 
cruise control, Bluetooth, a 
wireless charger, Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto. 

GT S models are also 
linked to Kia Connected 
Services with TomTom. 

In some ways the Stinger is 
actually a league above those 
Germanic competitors. At 
the risk of over-egging it, it 


reminds me in many ways of 
a Porsche Panamera and 
given it’s around half the 
price having the tag of a 
poor-man’s Panamera might 
not be a bad one at all for it 
to aspire to. 

There are three engine 
options as far as the Stinger 
is concerned - a 2.0-litre 
244bhp T-GDi petrol version, 
a 2.2-litre 197bhp CRDi 
diesel or a 3.3-litre 365bhp 
twin-turbo V6 T-GDi petrol 
unit. 

This had the big 3.3-litre 
petrol unit and what a joy it 
proved. 

It is a hugely potent unit 
that’s a delight to drive and 
super smooth to boot. 

Sure, it might not make 
much sense as an everyday 
car, but for sheer driving 
pleasure it really takes some 
beating. 

Add into the mix the fact 
the Stinger is Kia’s first rear- 
wheel drive vehicle and you 
start to get a sense of just 
how much time, energy and 


money the car maker has 
invested into it. 

It means the Stinger 
handles sublimely and even 
though it is quite a long car 
it has a true GT feel and has 
been wonderfully engineered 
to deliver a driver’s car of 
some note. 

All Stingers have an eight- 
speed automatic gearbox 
and it is available in three 
trim levels - GT Line, GT 
Line S and GT S. Prices range 
from £31,995 to £40,495. 

In the standard (Comfort) 
electronic driving mode this 
range-topping Stinger 
performed pretty well but 
the driving experience can 
be further sharpened by 
engaging either the Sport or 
Sport-f- modes. There are also 
Smart and Eco modes. 

The 3.3-litre engine 
delivers blistering pace and 
always feels like it has a little 
but more power in reserve, 
should you need it. 

All in all the Stinger is 
quite some car. It has style 
by the bucket-load, is 
splendidly engineered and 
also offers great value for 
money. 

You also get another great 
Kia bonus in the shape of a 
seven-year warranty.
